On the other hand, the student 
who uses the English langu- 
age as his first language 
usually. writes no far better 
composition, and certainly 
ais he should) expresses 
himaclf more fluently and 
easily in the language. 

As a matter of fact, there is 
nothing new in what is men- 
tloned nbove. It wns seen 
in England and when _ the 
new Education Acts of 1946 
came Into being, two points 
were stressed as being the 
main principles upon which 
English should be used 
and taught. 


HEY were: Does the 
student understand the 

language and can he express 

himself in the Inngunge? 

It was obvious to those who 
were in at the discussions 
that the committee sctting 
out to point the way to new 
methods felt thnt too 
many teachers considered 
that the language was made 
for grammar. 

Now Mr Felix-Jones of 
the Education Department, 
along with Messrs Wong 
and Fung, have brought out 
a booklet which acems to 
bring out the points men- 
tioned above.

Mr Muggeridge said: “Churchill's 
totem role ts particularly re- 
quired just now, when his 
country’s fortunes are vibibly 
declining.”
